The greatest of them all was 
Rudolph Valentino, the Italian 
who swept damsels off their 
high-button shoes in such films 
as “Blood and Sand,” “The Ea­ 
gle,” “The Sheik” and “Son of 
the Sheik.” His death at 31 in 
1926 was followed by one of the 
most riotous funerals in Ameri­ 
can history. 
Another member of the trium­ 
virate was Madrid-born Antonio 
Moreno, who died Feb. 15 at the 
age of 80, He provided romantic 
support for many of the screen’s 
high-powered actresses: Gloria 
Swanson, Dorothy Gish, etc. He 
was relegated 
to supporting 
roles with the advent of sound. 
The remaining Latin is Nov­ 
arro, bom Ramon Samaniegoes 
in Durango, Mexico, 68 years 
ago. The star of the silent “Ben

TOPEKA (AP)-W ould Kan­ 
sas farmers mount their trac­ 
tors for a march on Washing­ 
ton? 


The president of the Kansas! 
Farmers Union said he is con­ 
sidering such a demonstration 
if the government doesn’t pro­ 
vide more help tor wheat grow­ 
ers. 
William 
D. 
Daniels, 
KFU 
president, 
said 
farmers 
are 
reaching the boiling point, but 
no solid plar s have been made 
for a tractor march on Wash­ 
ington. However, there is strong 
talk of plowing under much of 
the 1967 crop. 
Unrest has been growing he 
said, since Secretary of Agricul­ 
ture Orville 
F r e e m a n an­ 
nounced 
last 
>ear 
that 
1967 
wheat allotments would be in­ 
creased. 
Daniels sa.d his organization 
warned before seeding of the 
winter wheat crop last fall that 
farmers shouldn’t plant the en­ 
tire acreage increase unless a 
better pr'ce was assured. 
'Phis has not been done, Dan­ 
iels said. 
Wheat farmers, he said, are 
guaranteed lOc per cent of par­ 
ity (about $2 50 a bushel) only 
on 35 per cent of their nornial 
alloted production. The remain­ 
der, he said, moves into foreign! 
trade channel'? and is supfwrted 
at $1.25 «»r the ca.sh market 
price, whichever the farmer de- 
cide.s to take. 
“ It co.sts about $1 50 a bushel, 
to 
produce 
wheat,” 
Daniels 
said, “ and larniers need better 
prices. The wheat going into 
foreign trade isn’t bringing the; 
farmer enough money —and that 
is what we want changed.” 
The Fanners Union say s if a 
special export certificate allow-i 
ing higher pavments isn’t ap­ 
proved by May 1 members will 
he urged to plow up their extra 
teres. 
‘i f w e ha VP a good enough 
demonstration, I think we have 
t good chance to get an export 
certificate,” Daniels said. 
“ Farmers arc really up in 
the air over tins. And from 
what I’ve seen with other dem­ 
onstrators 
it 
seems 
like 
the 
wheel that squeaks loudest gets 
the g rease.” 
Otlier faim leaders say the 
weather will dictate what hap­ 
pens to this y eai’’s wlieat crop, 
which normally is planted in 
August and September and har­ 
vested in Juno and July . 
None see a new breed of 
wheatnik emerging in Kansas. 
Ray Frisbie, president of the 
Kansas Farm Bureau, said his 
organization has taken no offi­ 
cial stand on the proposed plow- 
iip. 
“ But it does point up what 
we’ve said all the time, that 
farmers are showing extreme 
dissatisfaction with the federal 
programs. Th’s. ol course, is on 
top of the drought situation, 
which is primarily the cause of 
bringing all this up. I doubt 
personally 
whether 
any 
good 
wheat will he plowed under.” 
G. W. FJgbcrt of Manhattan, 
chairman of the federal govern­ 
ment’s 
Agricultural 
Stabiliza­ 
tion and Conservation Commit­ 
tee said- 
“ I don't think much will be 
plowed under It we could get 
good, general rains right now.” 
Wheat is suflering from lack 
of m o isfre over much of Kan­ 
sas. 
Destructive 
winds have 
hurt in some areas, particular 
ly in .south-central and south­ 
west Kansas. 
“ We’re in a precarious 
tion,” said Lts McDonald, Has­ 
kell County elevator operator 
and farmer. “ It has very poor 
growth and needs rain. Kansas 
may plow up 1 to Vk million 
acres of wheal this y ear, but 
it’ll be because of the drought.” 
Hal Hellebust of Topeka, ex­ 
ecutive secretary of the Kansas 
Co-op Council, said more than 
200 elevator officials attended a 
meeting in Manhattan Tuesday 
and 
the 
plow-up 
controversy 
evoked no oiscussion. 
“ The 
went he-man 
has 
the 
most to do with it,” he said. 
G. C. Fowler of Hutchinson, 
who is administrator for the 
Kansas Wheat Commission, said 
he was apprehensive about a 
plow-up campaign. 
“ It would be (he worst pos- 
aible thing farmers could do for 
their im rge,” lie said 
“ At a 
time when there’s a food short­ 
age in the world this could hurt 
them.”

One of the most distressing, and increas­ 
ingly frequent, m aladies phy sicians have to 
diagnose is the “ battered child sy ndrome.’* 
B liat kind of person—what kind of parent— 
could beat a child, sometimes to death? 


A recent study m.adc at Forbes Air Force 
Base, Kan., attem pted to answer this ques­ 
tion. Involved were 12 service couples whose 
children exhibited the now classic m altreat­ 
ment sy ndrome. 


It was found that all of the offending 
couples display ed im m ature 
personalities 
and the inability to accept the role of re- 
eponsible parents. They were egocentric, 
demanding people who reacted violently if 
their wishes were thw arM . Mothers were 
guilty almost as often as fathers.

WASHINGTON — The m anner in which 
the CIA was able to hush up its channeling 
of public funds to tax-exempt foundations

Wright Patm an, D-Tex., back in 19 64. 
Patnian did his best to dig into the CIA 
my stery but ran into a stone wall. Here 
is what happened wh&r. he cross-examined 
Internal Revenue officioli on Aug. 31, 19 64: 
Patm an - “On Auguai 19 I asked y ou 
to explain the fact that the IRS has taken 
no action on the Kaplan Fund for several 
y ears, despite the fact that millions of dol­ 
lars of tax liabilities may be involved, 


“ Mr. Rogovin (assistant to IRS Commis­ 
sioner Caplin) indicated that the fund’s op­ 
erations with the CIA was the reason for 
the lack of action nr. the part of the IRS. 
Have y ou brought the file with y ou. Mr. 
Harding?” 


Bertrand Harding {acting IRS head)—“ I 
have not brought th-» file. It was my under­ 
standing. . . that it would be improper 
for me to comment on the m aterial 
in 
that file.” 


Patm an — “ We want y ou to produce the 
file and. of course, there are way s wp can 
do that. One is by a request, and the other 
is by a subpoena. I do not think y ou would 
want a subpoena issued for the file. Are 
y ou going to produce it for us?” 
Harding — “Well, the investigative file 
is in New York.” 


Patnian — “ We made it rather plain that 
we wanted to have it at this time. We 
are going to have to request y ou to produce 
that file 
Will y ou do it?” 
Harding — “ 1 would like to consult and 
answer that question later.” 
Let The CIA Answer 


Rogovin — “The Revenue Service’s action 
with rc\<:pect to the Kaplan Fund has not 
been terminated, nor have we changed our 
legal oninion because of the CIA. That was 
a sensitive m atter; we were dealing with 
it in a sensitive fashion, isnd there was 
some time delay as a result.” 
Patnian — “ In view of the fact that the 
Kaplan Fund has been under investigation 
by the IRS for a number of y ears prior to 
the CIA • Kaplan Fund - IRS arrangem ent, 
can y ou tell us why the CIA chose this fund 
to operate as a conduit 
for 
channeling 
funds?” 
Rogovin — “ 1 believe » hat would best be 
answered by a representative of the CIA.” 
Patm an — “ Is there a representative of 
the CIA here?” 
Harding — “ Not to my knowledge, sir.” 
Patm an — “ Did y ou tell Milan Miskovsky 
(a CIA official who talked to the IRS about 


the Kaplan Fundi that the fund was in 
trouble with IRS?” 
Rogovin — “Yes, sir.” 
Patm an — “ And he is the only one at 
CIA that y ou dealt with?” 
Rogovin — “ No, I dealt with the general 
counsel, Lawrence Houston.” 
Patm an — “ How much money did the CIA 
channel through the J. M. Kaplan F’und, do 
y ou know?” 
Rogovin — “ No, I do not.” 
Was The Law Violattd? 
Patm an — “The IRS has the responsibil­ 
ity to see that a fciiindation's funds are 
used in accordance w'th the law. Has the 
IRS examined the Kaplan Fund to deter­ 
mine whether the CIA funds — which are, 
of course, public funds — were actually dis- 
buispd by the Kaplan Fund’ Mr. Harding, 
will y ou answer th.it?” 
Harding — “ Not to 
my knowledge.” 
Patm an — "You have not gone into that 
at all?” 
Harding — “ No, sir; I have not.” 
Patnian—“ You have no knowledge of it?” 
Harding — “ I have no knowledge of it.” 
Patm an — “ A few day s after our August 
19 hearing, Mr. George Cary , who described 
himself as assistant legislative counsel of 
the CIA, called on me. He stated that the 
Kaplan Fund has been used as a conduit 
for channeling CIA funds, but he knew very 
little about it,” 
Rogovin - “ I spoke to Mr. Miskovsky 
and advised him of the questioning 
and 
what I had spoken to y ou in confidence 
about.” 
Patm an — “ I, too, considered it confi­ 
dential. Rut when they promise informa­ 
tion which they neve** follow through with— 
then, T feel that they are trifling with me 
and I no longer have 
any obligation to 
them . 
“ Our study of the Kaplan Fund’s opera­ 
tions indicates a large possible tax liability , 
as well as violations of treasury regulations 
and abuse of its public trust. . . I, per­ 
sonally , have the conviction that the ex­ 
penditure of public funds Is the public’s 
business.” 
Patm an presented Kaplan Fund tax re­ 
turns for 19 61, 19 62 and 19 63 in which there 
was no mention of receipt of CIA money , 
have also submitted evidence showing that 
the fund had received contributions from 
various groups. 
Patm an — “ The addresses of these don­ 
ors do not appear on the (Kaplan) fund’s 
tax returns, despite the fact that such in­ 
formation is required by treasury regula­ 
tions. 
. will y ou submit the addresses 
right away , by tom orrow?” 
Harding — “ If we car locate the returns.” 
The returns were never located.

Supreme Co urt Lo ses Clearest Writer

WASHINGTON (AP) - The

lose 
its 
clearest 
and 
best-organized 
writer when Justice Tom C. 
Clark retires, sometime before 
the end of June, 
Yet, he has had small recog­ 
nition for the clarity of the opin­ 
ions he wrote, perhaps because 
he was less colorful or contro­ 
versial than some of the other 
eight justices. 
Now 67 and on the Ixinch since 
19 49 , Clark announced Tuesday 
his decision to step down after 
President Johnson named his 
ton, Ram sey Clark, .39, attorney 
general. The y ounger Clark had 
been acting attorney general. 
Justice 
Clark’s 
reason 
for 
leaving: to avoid any conflict of 
interest since the Justice De­ 
partm ent, under his son, will be 
handling Supreme Court cases. 
The present court, for courage 
and the tremendous impact of 
its decisions 
in 
the past 
12 
y ears, is probably the greatest 
in American history . Rut most 
of the justices still write opin­ 
ions in the fashion of 75 or 100 
y ears ago. 
In short, those opinions lack 
precision, 
self-discipline, 
good 
organization and therefore the 
kind of easy clarity the court 
could but doesn’t achieve. As a 
result, most of the opinions are 
a complex scram ble. 
Clark’s opinions, when he was 
writing for the m ajority or dis- 
.senting, got to the point in a 
hurry , stating the case, hack- 
jground, opinion, and the reason 
for it. 
The court has been told pri­ 
vately and publicly that it could 


and should do better writing but 
it won’t change. Thus, from a 
literary view, it justly could be 
called reactionary . 


Clark was the court’s real 
middle man He could never he 
flatly identified as liberal or 
conservative. He moved from 
one side to the other, depending 
on the case, although it seems 
fair to say he was frequently 
very conservative. 
He was part of the court 
which in 19 54 outlawed public 
school segregation. But in 19 57, 
in two very im portant cases in­ 
volving communism, he was the 
lone dis.« !enter when the court 
voted twice 6 to 1. 
in one, the court overthrew 
the contempt conviction of a 
man who fully answered ques­ 
tions by the House Oim m ittee 
on Un-American activities about 
himself but refused to answer 
about 
Communists 
he 
might 
have known. 
The court ruled Congress has 
no right to try to expose for ex­ 
posure’s sake, thus narrowing 
the scope of committee inves­ 
tigations. 
In the other the court made a 
sharp distinction between try ing 
to overthrow the government by 
force and simply talking about 
try ing to do so. 
The court ruled just talking 
about it wasn’t outlawed. 
Yet, in 19 63 Clark wrote the 
m ajority opinion banning the 
compulsory reading of pray ers 
in public schools. 
But in 1964 he was one of the 
three justices against the m a­ 
jority 
opinion 
ordering 
re- 
apportionment of a state legis­ 
lature .so that citizens of a state 


got more equal representation. 
He wrote the majority opinion 
in 19 65, say ing the Civil Rights 
Act of 19 64 wiped out pending 
state prosecution of sit-in dem­ 
onstrators. And that sam e y ear 
he wrote the 5-4 decision which, 
in effect, barred televised trials. 
In 19 66 he dissented from the 
decision making it far tougher 
than ever for police in question­ 
ing suspects but he was with the 
m ajority in upholding im portant 
parts of the 19 65 Voting Rights 
Act. 
In 19 66 he was part of the m a­ 
jority which banned poll taxes 
as a prerequisite in state voting.

should be as widely distributed 
as possible. But there has been 
little acceptance from the com­ 
m ercial booksellers. 
For one thing, the 27,000 Gov­ 
ernment Printing Office titles 
would present an enormous in­ 
ventory problem for any book­ 
store. For another, most titles 
sell at a very low price. Tlie 
profit potential apparently is not 
there. 
In addition, the commercial 
seileri: generally have rejected 
as too small the 25 per cent dis­ 
count given on wholesale or­ 
ders. They want, instead, a dis- 
coun» closer to 40 per cent. 
Some publishers have, how­ 
ever, 
managed 
a 
seemingly 
more acceptable profit by re­ 
producing 
the 
government 
works, which is their right, and 
.selling them at prices higher 
than m the government catalog­ 
ue. 
Meanwhile, 
a 
Government 
Printing Office spokesman com­ 
mented that the only recent ex­ 
pansion of orders from the regu­ 
lar retail outlets seems to be 
confined to college bookstores.
